THE WORK OF THE CONFERENCE, MOREOVER, IS APPROACHING THE POINT FOR 
WHAT DIPLOMATS CALL PRIVATE DiscussIoNs: THAT MEANS RESORT TO A LIMITED 
sECRET DIPLOMACY WITH A SHARP REDUCTION OF PUBLIC DISCLOSURE ABOUT 
THAT IS BEING DISCUSSED. 

THE BASIC PROPOSALS OF THE WEST AND RUSSIA FOR A GERMAN PEACE 
SETTLEMENT HAVE BEEN PRESENTED TO THE PARLEY BY HERTER AND SOVIET 
TOREIGN MINISTER ANDREI GROMYKO AND ARE UNDER STUDY. THEY COULD HARDLY 
3E MORE OPPOSED. THE RESULT IS DEADLOCK. 

THE SIMMERING BERLIN CRISIS REMAINS TO WORRY THE WESTERN NATIONS WITH 
FEARS OF WAR. SOVIET PREMIER NIKITA KHRUSHCHEV STILL DESIRES TO ASCEND 
fO0 THE SUMMIT WITH PRESIDENT EISENHOWER. THERE APPEARS TO BE A 
RELATIONSHIP BETWEEN THESE TWO FACTS. A SOVIET RETREAT FROM 
<HRUSHCHEV’S DEMAND THAT THE WESTERN POWERS GET OUT OF RED-CIRCLED WEST 
BERLIN MAY BE THE U.S. PRICE FOR A SUMMIT CONFERENCE. 


TO COME TO GRIPS WITH SUCH MATTERS AS THIS, HERTER PROBABLY WILL 
PROPOSE IN MIDWEEK THAT THE TALKS BE MADE MUCH MORE INFORMAL, 
CONDUCTED WITH GREATER SECRECY AND ATTENDED BY ABOUT A DOZEN MINISTERS 
AND TOP ADVISERS INSTEAD OF THE PRESENT TOTAL OF ABOUT 100. GERMAN 
ADVISERS WOULD NOT BE PRESENT. 

BEFORE THAT, HOWEVER, U.S. OFFICIALS SAID THERE WILL HAVE TO BE 
FURTHER DEBATE ON THE CONTRADICTORY WESTERN AND SOVIET PROPOSALS PUT 
FORWARD THURSDAY AND FRIDAY. 

FOREIGN MINISTER LOTHAR BOLZ OF COMMUNIST EAST GERMANY HAS PUT OUT 
WORD HE WILL PROPOSE A PLAN FOR DEALING WITH GERMANY. THIS IS EXPECTED 
TO CALL FOR EAST-WEST GERMAN CONFEDERATION. 

THE CONFERENCE IS IN RECESS UNTIL MONDAY. HERTER MADE A FLYING GOOD 
WILL VISIT TO ROME AND FOREIGN MINISTER MAURICE COUVE DE MURVILLE SPENT 
THE WEEKEND IN PARIS FOR TALKS WITH PRESIDENT DE GAULLE AND OTHER 
OFFICIALS. GROMYKO AND BRITISH FOREIGN SECRETARY LLOYD WORKED HERE. 

LLOYD AND COUVE DE MURVILLE WERE REPORTED TO FAVOR THE SECRET 
DIPLOMACY TECHNIQUE, WHICH HAS BEEN EMPLOYED IN OTHER SUCH MEETINGS 
OF THE LAST 14 YEARS OF POSTWAR NEGOTIATION. GROMYKO MAY MAKE AN ISSUE 
ABOUT EXCLUDING THE EAST AND WEST GERMAN DELEGATIONS, SINCE ONE OF HIS 
ay la OBJECTIVES HERE IS TO BUILD UP THE EAST CERMAN COMMUNIST

IN FACT, MUCH OF WHAT WAS SAID IN THE CONFERENCE DURING THE FIRST 
WEEK BORE LITTLE RELATIONSHIP TO WHAT THE CONFERENCE IS ACTUALLY ABOUT. 
THE U.S.-BRITISH-FRENCH PACKAGE PLAN WAS PUT IN FOR THE RECORD AND AS A 
BASIS FOR PROPAGANDA. U.S. OFFICIALS FEEL--MORE STRONGLY THAN THE 
BRITISH AND GRENCY--THAT GERMAN UNITY IS ESSENTIAL TO EUROPEAN PEACE, 
BUT THEY KNEW LONG BEFORE COMING TO GENEVA THAT IT COULD NOT BE 
ATTAINED IN THE PREDICTABLE FUTURE. 

THE WESTERN PACKAGE PLAN CONSTITUTES AN IDEALIZED STATEMENT OF 
MAXIMUM WESTERN POLICY AIMS. THE WESTERN NATIONS WERE COMPELLED TO COME 
UP WITH SOMETHING HERE BECAUSE KHRUSHCHEV'S THREATS TO WEST BERLIN 
BEGINNING LAST NOVEMBER MADE NEGOTIATIONS ESSENTIAL TO PREVENT AN 
EAST-WEST MILITARY SHOWDOWN. THEY DECIDED ON A PACKAGE PROPOSAL LINKING 
A 30-MONTH PLAN FOR GERMAN UNITY WITH SUCCESSIVE STAGES OF A SYSTEM FOR 
EUROPEAN SECURITY AND GLOBAL DISARMAMENT. 
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THE REASON FOR THE LINK IS IMPORTANT IN RELATION TO BERLIN. 

BY INCLUDING IT, THE WEST NOTIFIED RUSSIA IT IS NOT INTERESTED IN 
MILITARY DISENGAGEMENT OR LIMITATIONS IN EUROPE AS A PRICE FOR 
MAINTAINING THE STATUS QUO IN BERLIN, BUT IS INTERESTED IN SUCH 
DISARMAMENT MOVES ONLY AS RUSSIA AGREES TO REUNIFY GERMANY. 

THE ONLY REAL SURPRISE IN THE PACKAGE WAS A PROPOSAL FOR MAKING 
BERLIN A UNIFIED CITY. THAT WOULD BRING THE EASTERN AND WESTERN 
JONES TOGETHER UNDER A SINGLE GERMAN CITY COUNCIL SUBJECT TO BIG POWER 
SUPERVISION. 

THE RUSSIANS HAVE TURNED THIS DOWN, AS EXPECTED, WITH KHRUSHCHEV 
SAYING ag BERLIN SHOULD BE DEMILITARIZED AND MADE A FREE CITY. BUT 
EAST BERLIN

DEBATE STARTED. WESTERN OPPOSITION COMPELLED HIM TO SHELVE THAT BID 
BUT HERTER AND OTHERS EXPECT GROMYKO WILL MAKE IT AGAIN NEXT WEEK. 

RUSSIA'S GERMAN PROPOSAL WAS MADE FRIDAY WHEN GROMYKO INTRODUCED 
THE DRAFT OF A PEACE TREATY WHICH RUSSIA FIRST CIRCULATED IN JANUARY 
TO COUNTRIES THAT WERE AT WAR WITH HITLER GERMANY. THE WESTERN 
POWERS REJECTED THE TREATY AT THE TIME AND JOHN FOSTER DULLES, THEN 
SECRETARY OF STATE, TOLD A NEWS CONFERENCE IT WAS STUPID AND BRUTAL. 

IN WESTERN EYES THE TREATY WOULD IMPOSE VERY TOUGH CONDITIONS ON 
DIVIDED GERMANY AS WELL AS KEEPING IT DIVIDED INDEFINITELY. IT WOULD 
FORCE WEST GERMANY TO BREAK ALL TIES, ECONOMIC AND POLITICAL AS WELL AS 
HILITARY, WITH ITS WESTERN NEIGHBORS. IT WOULD IMPOSE SEVERE LIMITS 
ON GERMAN POLICIES AND POWER IN FUTURE YEARS. IN SHORT, AS THE STATE 
DEPARTMENT ANALYZES IT, IT WOULD CONSTITUTE A PEACE WRITTEN OUT OF FEAR 
AND VENGEANCE RATHER THAN A PEACE OF RECONCILIATION SUCH AS THE WESTERN 

WERS AND ASIAN ALLIES SIGNED WITH JAPAN IN 1951. 
MOT TEAR AND VENGEANCE ARE REGARDED BY WESTERN EXPERTS AS MAJOR 
MOTIVATIONS FOR RUSSIAS POLICY TOWARD GERMANY. BUT THERE ARE OTHER 
AND PROBABLY MORE POWERFUL MOTIVATIONS: MOSCOW'S AVOWED DETERMINATION, 
tS KHRUSHCHEV RECENTLY REEMPHASIZED, NOT TO PERMIT COMMUNIST GERMANY
